Though the attorney for the 8

dent of the company, refuses to reveal the 
names of his financial backers also. There 
are various rumors concerning their identity. 
Ald. Roth seems to think the men who pro- 
moted the Economic Gas ordinance are the 

rs, and he does not hesitate to say 80. 
But he said he had the impression it was an 
administration ordinance trom the fact it was 
introduced by Ald. Madden. The names of 
Sidney A. Kent, Columbus R. Cummings, 
and C. I. Yerkes are suggested in 
Connection with it. But the connection 
cannot be traced. It is said also that the men 
who are back of the High Water Pressure 
ordinance introduced in the Council several 
years ago, and which has become moss-grown, 
are interested in the concern, though it is 

Gen. Drew, who advocated that 
ordinance, is not. 

Anyway the mystery surrounding it creates 
unusual interest, and the Aldermen who fought 
it in the Council last Monday are as bitterly 

to it as ever and will wait on the 
Mayor in a day or two and in a body to urge 
him to veto the ordinance. 

‘The Mayor has not yet made up his mind 
what todo. He said yesterday, as he did the 
day ore, if it would abate the smoke 
nuisance’ appreciably he would favorably 
consider it. He will demand from the pro- 
moters a fuller explanation of their scheine,

Getting a Franchise to Sell, 

Aid, Goldzier said: No one seems to 
know who is back of the scheme. It Idoks as 
if some one was trying to get a franchise to 
peddle out. I voted against it because there 
was undue haste shown in trying to drive the 
thing through, and that was enough to make 
& man suspicious. There are some features 
that would condemn any ordinance. For ex- 
ample, it grants this monopoly toacompany of 
which we know nothing; giving it a right to 
tear up streets without fixing or attempting to 
fix its charges. If a company actually made 
use of this franchise it would be outside of the 
control of the city so far as charges are con- 
cerned, and users of the power would be at its 
mércy. The fact that there is no time limit 
fixed in the ordinance is another evil. As 
it was originally. introduced there was 
no attempt to fix the size of the pipes or the 
depth at which they were to be laid. There 
was no provision of any kind for compensa- 
tion to the city for the franchise. I under 
stand from those who have used compressed 
air as power that it can be used only for small 
machinery, and that it would be of little effect 
in abating the smoke nuisance.“ 

Why Ald. Martin Voted Against It. 

Ald. Martin said: ‘I voted against tne or- 
dinance for the follow reasons: (1) The 
Council did not have time for a proper con- 
sideration. (2) The use of compressed air 
for driving machinery I do not believe prac- 
ticable. (3) The cost will be largely in excess 
of steam. (4) There 1s no limit set to the 
duration of the ordinance. (5) The interests 
of the city generally are not properly 
guarded. 

I have used compressed air for a number ot 
years for mining purposes in Colorado, and 1 
know that it is costly stuff. It could never be 
made cheap enough for general use. 

' Ald O’Neill—I never heard of the ordinance 
till it was brought up in the Council, and I 
considered it the most pernicious ordinance 
ever introduced into a legislative body. It 
gives every stroet, alley, and avenue in this 
city from curb to curb’ in perpetuity to the 
persons askihg for the franchise. The caption 
of the ordinance on the .consuming of smoke 
is used only as a blind. 

Ald. Pond will urge the Mayor to veto the 
ordinance. He thinks until it is proved @ 
success in some other city it would be unwise 
to tear up the streets for laying its pipes and 


mains. Somebody told him that Boston cap- 


italists are concerned in the company, but he 
has not been able to find out who those cap- 
italists are.

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“THE STOREY MANSION ” AT LAST 
TO BE TORN DOWN, 


The Five-Acre Tract of Land at Grand 
Boulevard and Forty-third Street Sub- 
divided Into Forty-eight Lots—Four Dia- 
“tinet Interests Now Represented in the 
Property How the Arrangement for the 
Division Was Made—Infiuences Under 
Which the Building Was Erected. 


That magnificent marble ruin on the South 
Side of the city known as Storey’s Mansion,” 
or by others as ‘‘Storey’s Folly.“ will soon be 
a thing of the past. It was doomed by the 
terms of a partition which has just been made 
of the Storey property at Grand boulevard 
and Forty-third street. 

The five-acre tract which has remained en- 
tire in the heart of one of ‘the finest residence 
parts of Chicago has been subdivided into 
forty-eight lots, and the Storey residence, 
which in its unfinished state represents an 
outlay of $150,000, will ‘be torn down and put 
to some humbler use. 

The Storey property consisted of a block 
with a frontage of 300 feet on Grand boule- 
vard, 300 feet on Vincennes avenue, and a 
north frontage of 600 feet ou Forty- third 
street. It has remained the property of the 
Storey heirs untii by deaths these heirs were 
reduced to four dist‘nct interests. To provide 
for marketing the property George M. Bogue 
was authorized to make a subdivision of the 
property and apportion it into four equal 
parts. This was done and the plat of the 
property as subdivided was approved last Fri- 
day. Vernon avenue is opened through the 
property from north to south and @ subdi- 
vision of forty-eight lots fronting on four 
streets has been made. The partifion proved 
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“THE STOREY 3 


satisfactory and the various heirs bid for pref- 
erence and so decided the division. 

The property for convenience was placed in 
the name of a South Bend man, who deeded 
the four parts direct to the various heirs, 
These partition deeds became part of the rec- 
ords Tuesday. By the terms of the partition 
Mr. Bogue is ordered to sell the building for 
what it will bring and divide the proceeds 
among the four interested parties. 

The Storey mansion,” which was erected 
during the last years of Wilbur F. Storey’s 
life, stands on the northeast corner of the 
tract with a porter’s lodge on the northwest 
corner. Both are of Vermont marble of the 
finest quality.

construction of the building was carried on 


under the direction of a familiar spirit known 
as the Little Squaw.“ The fact that the 
building is entirely impracticable may be at-

The completion of the building would prob- 
ably have represented something like $225,000, 
As it now stands there is no possibility of con- 
verting it into a moderna income-paying build- 
ing. A number of schemes have been ad- 
vanced for its renovation and @ccupancy as a 
hotel. The latest schéme for its use was 10- 
cluded in the project attributed to Dr. Keeley 
of purchasing and remodeling it into a sani- 
tarium. There would have been possibly 
something like poetic justice in putting this 
creation of a disordered brain to such uses, 
but the prosaic fact that the partition has been 
made makes it highly improbable that any 
such arrangement could be made now.

KILLED A WOMAN AND THEN HIMSELF. 


Henry Avakian’s Infatuation for Miss 
Leighton and the Result. 

San Francisco, Cal., March 2.—[Special.]— 
The young man who killed a woman at Los 
Angeles yesterday and then committed suicide 
was Henry Avakian. He came to this couv- 
try about three years ago from Armenia, 
where he was born. His brother is a govern- 
ment official in Armenia. Avakian first went 
to Boston and then to Fresno, Cal. During 
the summer of 1890 he hved in San Francisco 
at No. 3350 Powell street. Here he met the 
woman Leighton, and upon her lavished all he 
earned, as well as his allowance from home. 
The girl's affection cooled as his money dwin- 
dled and Avakian, growing despondent, began 
to talk of death for both of them. Finally 
the woman decamped. Avakian started for 
Los Angeles last Monday, having learned that 
she was there. Avakian was 22 years old, 
well educated, and refined. The woman came 
here from Salt Lake. She was 19 years old 
and claimed to have been born near Sioux 
City, Ia.

Before Judge Baker. 


Between two veterans of the war of seces- | 


sion Judge Baker sat as arbitrator yesterday. 
The suit he passed on yrew out of the.sale of 
u horse that carried the defendant through the 
war. John Robinson, the plaintiff, a member 
of Company I, Second Michigan Regiment, 
met Cuthbert W. Laing, a battery-man of the 
same regiment, at St. Louis in November, 
1861, and sold him a horse for $200, half being 
paid in cash. Before the balance was due 
horse and man had marched to the front, and 
buyer and seller lost track of each other. 

In the summer of 1889 Robinson, who had 
settled in Iowa, saw Laing’s picture and name 
in a Chicago paper and wrote to him for the 
$100. The bill was paid, but Robinson figured 
the interest at 6 per cent on $100 for the twen- 
ty-eight years between 1861 and 1889. Then 
he entered suit against his comrade in arms 
for 8168. J udge Baker heard the case, but de- 
cided that Robinson fould not recover, and 
the plaintitf took a nonsuit. 4

When a terrific explosion startled the people 
passing along Madison street yesterday after- 


noon they beheld the entire Crystal Block ob- 


scured in smoke, with a great bluze shooting 
out from the roof of the store-room ocoupied 
by the dye-house. The. first explosion after a 
lapse of twenty seconds was followed by a sec- 
ond, which tore out the brick wall in t rear 
of the building. 

At the time of the accident William Schol- 
droff was at work in the dye- room, where the 
first explosion took place and which is sep- 
arated from the main store bya partition 
running straight across the building. A. D. 
Andrews had just received a package from 
Miss Hagerty, the cashier, and his wife had 
walked to the front of the store while the 
cashier was making change. Scholdroff 
was alone in the workshop back of 
the. partition and it is supposed 
accidentally set fire to the gasoline vat over 
which he was working.

FORTY NOVA SCOTIA SEALERS LOST, 


A Large Boat Sealing Party Caught in a 
Terrible Snow-Storm. 

Hatrrax, N. S., March 2.—A dispatch from 
St. Johns, N. F., gives details of a shocking 
disaster in Newfoundland, by which at least 
forty lives were lost. Saturday last 220 
men went out sealing in boats from Trinity 
Bay. While they were on the lookout for 
seals the thermometer fell to zero and a ter- 
rifle snow-storm came on. The sealers strug- 
gled hard for port, but were unable to cope 
with wind, snow, and an angry sea. They had 
no extra clothing and their small boats fur- 
nished no shelter. Some were blown far out 
to sea, while others were frozen upon the ice 
where they were taking the seals. Many died 
in their boats, Seventeen of the sealers were 
rescued by boats, which put out from Trinity 
Bay to their assistance, These were found ex- 
hausted and in a pitiable plight. Some of 
them died before they could be brought 
ashore. Thirteen bodies were found frozen 
in their boats, which were covered with ice 
and had to be cut out. It is estimated that 
fully forty men have perished. Most of those 
who were lost were fathers of families, There

THE MAYOR SHOULD VETO THE ORDI- 
NANCE. 

Mayor Washburne should send back to the 
Councik with an unqualified veto the ordi- 
nance passed by it Monday giving the Chicago 
Power Supply and Smoke Abating company 
permission to tear uv the streets of the city. 
He should not return it with a recommenda- 
tion that it be modified in some of its provis- 
ions—that instead of the grant being an un- 
limited one it be confined to a certain num- 
ber of years or that the city should have an 
option to buy out the plant after a certain 
length of time. He should take the ground 
that it is u reckless, improvident gift of the 
streets to unknown persons for speculative 
purposes. 

‘The circumstances connected with the. pas- 
sage of this ordinance are sufficient to put the 
Mayor on his guard. He has witnessed the 
suspicious ease with which it slipped through 
the Council. He knows that the committee 
which recommended its passage knew noth- 
ing of its merits. He knows that no city of- 
ficers or experts were called in to give their 
opinion whether it was advisable that this 
system of furnishing power should be intro- 
duced. Heshould be aware of the fact that 
the smoke abating” part of the name of the 


just as swindling gas concerns called them- 
selves the Equitable and the Economic. 

The strongest argument made in favor of 
the granting of the franchise 1s that it will 
lessen the quantity of smoke. Where is the 
evidence? The statements of promoters are 
not to be taken as gospel. They propose to 
furnish compressed air for power. They have 
not shown at what price they will do it. The 
power they furnish will have to compete with 
steam. They may be able to compete suc- 
cessfully with steam in Paris, but not neces- 
sarily so here. It has not been shown that 
they can. Neither the public nor the Alder- 
men know anything on the subject. The 


‘latter, for reasons best known to themselves, 


have chosen to go it blind, and give some 
anonymous individuals a right to rip up new 
and old pavements if they see their way to 
make any money by doing so. 

The city authorities complain of the bad 
pavements, and say that their poor condition 
makes street-cleaning more costiy and diffi- 
cult.. Therefore, the authorities should do 
what they can to prevent gangs of workmen 
being set to work to make the streets worse 
than they are. After the experience with the 
Economic last year cannot there be a let-up in 
this business for a time? Next year the 
World’s Fair willbe here. It 1s desired that 
the city should be as clean and respectable 
looking as possible at that time. Do the 
Aldermen think that the passage of a street- 
ripping ordinance is just the kind of prepara- 
tion for the Exposffion the citizens want? The 
Mayor knows very well it is not. 

Everything indicates that this franchise has 
been secured for speculative purposes, and 
that the promoters expect to make their 
money out of the sale of stock chromos in- 
stead of compressed air. The streets of the 
city should not be given away for the promo- 
tion of such schemes, and it is the duty of the 
Mayor to do all he can to prevent it, or he 
ready to take his share of the responsibility. 


SELLING ALDERMANIC NOMINATIONS. 

The Democrats are unable to do anything 
for their ward workers at this time, so far as 
giving them offices is concerned. The City 
Hall, the Court-House, and the Government 
Building are closed against them. That is 
probably the reason why an ingenious plan 
has been devised to give the boys a chance 
to buy their spring suits. 

The Democratic Aldermanic conventions 
meet eleven days after the selection of the 
delegates. Theoretically this is tc enable the 
latter to find out who are the candidates, ex- 
amine into their qualifications, and pick out 
the best men. Practically it isto enable the 
delegates to find out who will bid the most for 
the honor of a nomination, and the one with 
the longest pole will knock down the persim- 
mons. Where the delegates are greedy and 
the competition active the nomination may 
be sold to several individuals before the day 
when the convention meets. 

The delegates have formed high but possi- 
bly not exaggerated ideas of the value of the 
positions which are at their disposal. It is 
understood that one would-be candidate was 
told that it would take over $4,000 to carry the 
ward convention, and that if he did not 
choose to put up there ‘were others who stood 
ready to do so. These delegates did not ex- 
pect that their candidate, if elected, would 
lose what he paid them. They assumed, with 
justice, that he would get it back, and more, 
by selling franchises and blackmailing cor- 
porations. They believe that he would do 
these things whether he bought the Alderman- 
ship or not, and they do not see why they 
should not have their share of his pickings 
and stealings. From their point of view they 
are perfectly correct. They cannot be blamed 
for selling something which will be worth to 
the purchaser far more than he pays for it. 

Is there any remedy for this state of affairs 
for this scandalous offering for sale of posi- 
tions in the Legislature of the second city in 
the country? These delegates are not chosen 
directly by the Democrats of the different 
wards, but are selected by precinct commit- 
teemen who are ordinarily ward politicians of 
a cheap type, and who cannot see why an Al- 
derman ghould not sell his vote if he does not 
get caught at it. In many of the wards the 
Democratic voters as a class are on a much 
higher moral plane than their committeemen. 
An appeal should be taken to them. These 
venal regular nominations should be disre- 
garded and decent men put in the field under 
the provisions of the Australian ballot law.

These figures show for the thirteen and a 
half months embraced between the two state- 
ments an increase of 28.3 per cent in loans 
and discounts, 35.7 per cent in capital, surplus, 
and undivided profits, 17,6 per cent in savings 
deposits subject to notice, and a trifle over 40 
per cent in the deposits. These gains 
are so much greater than the increase in busi-

augment in total bank clearings of the city, 
the latter being little more than 10 per cent, 
that they must be construed as practical testi- 
mony to the value of the measure as well as to 
the business growth of Chicago which ren- 
dered possible a comparison reflecting and in- 
dicating so much substantial progress. 

The list of twenty-two institutions domg 
business in the city under the State law in- 
cludes some which roll up magn ificent totals, 
fit to compare.with those presented by banks 
in the other principal cities of the world. 
There is the Illinois Trust and Savings, with 
312770, 815 of loans and discounts, $3,306,988 
of capital and surplus, and, $15,593,061 of de- 
posits, Second on the list is the Merchants“ 
Loan and Trust company, with $9,312,075 of 
loans and discounts, $3,674,800 of capital and 
surplus, and $11,478,983 of deposits. The 
Corn Exchange ranks third, with $5,288,597 of 
loans and discounts, $2,099,248 of capital and 
surplus, and $6,587,242 of deposits, and three 
others come well up towards the last-named 
totals. It may be noted, too, that in 
the matter of cash security for de- 
positors these tanks as a whole compare well 
with those required by the United States to 
keep a 25 per cent reserve. The l&test state- 
meut showed a total of $6,393,099 of cash in 
hand or about 11 per cent of the deposits, 
without counting in nearly as much in stocks 
and bonds and close to $2,000,000 in checks 
and other available cash items. It is worth 
noting, too, as an instance of solidity, that 
the smallest capital on the list, $5,000, is cor- 
related with no less than $26,051 of surplus 
and undivided profits. 

A recent statement of some of these facts 
has been objected to as unduly exaggerating 
the totals by stating the deposits at about $79,- 
000,000. That large sum was stated to be the 
aggregate of resources, not of deposits, the 
total being arrived at by adding together the 
loans and discounts, bonds and stocks held, 


cash on hand, amounts due from other banks, 


and checks and other cash items. 


BLAMING. THE INNOCENT EMPLOYERS. 
Two weeks ago the Socialist spouters and 
the trades union orators announced ‘that there 
were 30,000 men in the city seeking for work 
and unable to find it. Some of these individ- 
uals wished the city to set these men at work 
cleaning the streets and to pay them fair 
wages for their labors. Others availed them- 
selves of the opportunity to assail the ‘‘ tyrant 
capitalists’ and charged that they were to 
blame for the presence of so many idle men. 
Taz Tun denied at the time the correct- 
ness of the assertion that there were 30,000 
men fit and willing to work and yet unable to 
do so, and advised the walking delegates of 
the different unions, who do not have to work 


.| for a living, to spend a little of their time in 


takmg a census of the unemployed. They do 
not seem to have taken kindly to the sugges- 
tion. Many of them persist in their assertion 
that the city is filled with men seeking em- 
ployment and that it is the fault of employers 
that they do not get it. 

These persons who are so fond of denouncing 
cgpitalists should point out, if they can, why 
the employers of labor in Chicago are morally 
bound to find work at high wages for short 
hours for the unemployed men in Europe, the 
United States, and Canada who may choose to 
rush uninvited into Chicago. in the winter, or 
any other season. The trades unions should 
shoulder the blame. They hate forced up 
wages, and have forced down hours, and have 
made this city the Mecca of laborers. That 
being the case, why do the walking delegates 
blame the employers because the unemployed 
flock here? The former set as many of them 
at work as they can. It takes about $500 to 
put a man at reproductive work in this city, 
and the surplus earnings of the employers are 
not large enough to permit them to furnish 
instantaneous employment to all new-comers, 
They do the best they can, and then the So- 
cialists denounce them because they have sur- 
plus earnings and do not use them to employ 
more men, 

Nor must the trades unions lose sight of 
the fact that the men whom they see loafing 
on the streets are not necessarily unemployed 
‘workingmen. Numbers of them belong to 
the criminal and hoodlum classes. Chicago 
not only raises a fair crop of hard cases, but 
the burglars, sandbaggers, confidence opera- 
tors, pickpockets, and thieves of other 
cities come here, where they think they will 
have a better chance of .garning a living. 
They would refuse work h scorn were it 
offered them, and yet they form no small part 
of the visible supply of the seemingly un- 
employed. ; 


NO RELIEF DURING THIS CENTURY. 

It is asserted by Mr. Cooley that if he is al- 
lowed to build the drainage channel after his 
own fantastic plan he will have it completed 
and the water flowing through it by 1896. 
Wait for only four years,” says he to the 
residents of the Sanitary District, “ and you 
will see water flowing through the channel 
and all fears of a pollution of the water sup- 
ply removed.“ 

Those who know Cooley will not be caught 
by such chaff as that. For the benefit of those 
who do not know him a few interesting facts 
are given, The great rock-cut—if made on 
Cooley’s plan—will have to be 160 feet wide 
on the bottom and 180 or 190 feet wide at tne 
surface. It must have a stream of water 
eighteen feet deep. The fall from.the lake to 
the point where that rock gorge will begin 
will be at least ten to twelve feet and the fall 


in the rock-eut itself perhaps six inches per 


mile. On the ave therefore, the cafion 
will be thirty feet below the surface. *There 
will have to be removed about a million and 
a quarter cubic yards of rock per mile, and 
the contractors will not take it out for less 
than a dollar a yard. Mr. Williams says con- 
tracts can be let for 75 cents. So they can; 
but in a very short time the bidders, who de- 
liberately bid too low, will demand an ad- 
vance or threaten to drop 
Trustees will give them what they ask. 

What with the expense of removing the 
rock, the land damages, and the adininistra-

millions. The Cooleyites claim that while 
they are working on the rock they will also 
be working in the clay and that they will get 
through with both jobs at the same time. If 
Mr, Cooley does begin between Bridgeport 

Willow Springs before he finishes be- 
tween there and Lockport he will merely in- 
crease the time required for the completion 
of the latter part of the work. 

The total cost on the Cooley plan of the 
drainage channel and of supplying only 300, 
000 cubic feet of water, just half what he says 
is necessary, will not fall below thirty million 
dollars, The amount which can be raised on 
bonds is limited to fifteen millions. The rest 
must be obtained by direct taxation, and the 


‘levy is so limited as to be but a little over a 


million dollars a year, It will be seen, there- 
fore, that the work cannot be completed on 
the Cooley plan in less than thirteen years, 
for the simple reason that the district will 
have to collect taxes a that period to get 
the money to finish the work. 

If the Hotz-Prendergast plan had been ad- 
hered. to the cut to the Summit could have 
been made in eighteen or twenty months, and 


then the city could have started pumping- 


works there and had practical relief. Forti- 
fied: by the ‘evidence of the beneficial results 
obtained for the residents of the city and the 
valley by this increaged dilution, the Legisla- 
ture would have been asked to reduce the size 
of the rock-cut to the capacity of the Chicago 
River to supply water.. It would have done 


so, and that would have reduced the cost of 


the work and the time required to complete it 
fully a half. But the unconstitutional ship 
canallers humbugged and fooled the voters, 
and they now find themselves in the clutches 
of two brainless, visionarf, impracticable 
cranks, who will furnish no relief froth 
polluted drinking water for at least twelve 
yeare—certainly none during the remainder of 
this century. 


IN THE INTEREST OF REPUDIATORS. 

The animus of the authors of the majority 
report of the Coinage committee of the House 
can be seen plainly, in spite of their pettifog- 
ging, sophistry, and perversion of facts. 
What they are seeking to accomplish is to sub- 
stitute the cheap, depreciated silver standard 
for the present gold standard. They wish the 
United States to separate itself from the rest 
of the commercial and manufacturing world 
and drop down to the lower level of India, 
Metico, and the South American States, and 
do business with a depreciated and fluctuating 
currency, the prices of products bobbing up 
and down at the will of silver speculators in 
England or this country. 

Who will be benefited by this state of things? 
Only the men who are in dabt and who wish 
to be helped out of it by an act of Congress, 
instead of getting themselves out by their own 
energy and economy. Mr. Bland and his az 
sociates wish to accommodate these dishonest 
individuals and provide them with cheap 
money wherewith to cheat their creditors of a 
third of their dues, or of a larger proportion, 
if silver keeps on falling. 

Mr. Biand sees at this moment half a bill- 
ion of silver dollars held up to the purchasing 
power of gold ones. As silver dollars of that 
kind would not g his purpose he desires 
to break down value to 70 per cent of 
what it is now for the benefit of these would- 
be repudiators. If he really wishei to raise 
silver to a parity with gold in this country in 
the ratio of 16 to 1 he would let well enough 
alone. He sees in spite of the indifference 
with which silver is regarded elsewhere half a 
billion of it circulating side by side in the 
United States with gold, If his free-silver 
scheme did ali he claimed for it what more 
could 1¢ do for silver than has been accom- 
plished under existing laws? Capital invested 
in silver mines is making a fair profit, and far 
from being discouraged by the drop in the 
price of that metal prospectors are seeking 
for new mines and capitalists are opening 
them. There is sufficient money for the uses 
of the people and the circulation is increasing 
more rapidly than the demand for it. 

At this moment four hundred millions in 
gold and half a billion in silver are working 
together in bimetallic unity. If Mr. Bland 
and his followers. did not have the interest of 
debtors s much at heart they would be satis- 
fied with that condition of affairs and would 
not attempt what all sensible persons know is 
an impossibility—the elevation of commercial 
silver from 70 to 100 cents, 


HOW TO REDUCE RAILROAD SLAUGHTER. 
The Hon. Henry Cabot Lodge of Massachu- 
setts, evidently despairing of makmg any im- 
pression upon his fellow-members on the floor 
of the House in the matter of unnecessary rail- 
way slaughter, has made an appeal to the 
country at large in the pages of the North 
American Review. The facts which he brings 
forward should engage the serious attention 
of the public to the extent of compelhng Con- 
gress to do its simple duty in the premises. 

By the coupling of cars, braking of freight- 
trains, and other causes, 22,000 men were 
killed and injured in 1889 and 25,000 in 1890, 
In round numbers 2,000 were killed in 1889 
and 2,500 in 1890. The average of the two 
years is a greater loss of life than occurred at 
the battle of Sedan, Gravelotte, Waterloo, 
Gettysburg, or Shiloh. Mr. Lodge says: 


The object of soldiers in battle is to kill and 
wound. They are there for that purpose. The 
object of trainmen is to carry on safely the rail- 
way traffic of a great country. Yet they suffer as 
if they were fichting a war, and the percentage of 
loss to numbers employed, if not so high as with 
soldiers, i is frightful enough. For the year end- 
ing June W. 1889, among all railroad employés 
there was ove death for every 357 and one injury 
for every 35, while amongst trainmen alone there 
was one death forevery 117 ‘and one injury for 
every 12. For the year ending June 30, 1890, the 


Secretary of the Inter-State Commission, Mr, | 


Mosely, informs me that for all employés there 
was one death for every 306 and one injury for 
every 33 men employed. 


Mr. Lodge contends that it is not necessary 
to slaughter and maim so many able-bodied 
men in order to carry on the business of 
transportation, In England there is among 
all employés only one death for every 875, and 
one injury for every 158 men employed. In 
two directions at least, the coupling of cars 
and the braking of freight-trains, this slaugh- 
ter can be reduced materially, for of the total 
37 per cent of the deaths and 45 per cent of the 
injuries are ttaceable to these two causes. The 
accidents under the first head largely arise 
from what is known as the old link and pin 
coupling, which should be replaced by uni- 
form automatic safety couplers or drawbars, 
As to the other dangers, he recommends fol- 
lowing the directions of the English Board of 
Trade, which define and réquire train-brakes 
worked automatically from the engine, with 
which we already are familiar in our passen- 
ger service. 

There are at least three improvements which 
the railroads should be compelled to adopt as 
fast as it is practicable: 1. A uniform car-

Con- 
greas at once should confer upon the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission full power to 
deal effectively with this question by com- 
pelling the railroad companies to adopt means 
for preventing the unnecessary annual slaugh- 
ter and crippling of so many hundreds, if-not 
thousands, of employés and passengers. If 
Congress does not move soon, then the public, 
for there is no politics in this business, should 
compel it to do so. Relief can be had by very 
simple means and without entailing heavy 
expense upon the railroads. But, heavy or 
not heavy, something must be done. 


Pror, Purussury of Smith College explains 
in Science a new method of designating colors, 
furnishing a standard for reference and at the 
same time avoiding much of the confusion 
that now arises froin the use of such terms as 
e crushed strawberry, “ ashes of roses, eto. 
The solar spectrum is taken as the basis of the 
scheme, It contains six standard colors 
namely: red, orange, yellow, green, blue, 
and violet. Each of these is designated in 
formulas by its initial letter, and N is used to 
denote blaek, that being the first letter in the 
Latin word niger. Ifadisk of one of these 
standard colors be placed on a rapidly revolv- 
ing wheel together witha white disk, and the 
proportion of exposed surfaces of the two 
disks be varied, a number of modifieations of 
the calor, varying from the standard to pure 
white, will be obtained, These are called 
tints. Similar combinations of the standards 
with black are called shades. Each of the 
standard colors is treated in the same manner. 


| When the proportions are not needed to be 


expressed simple combinations of initials may 
be used, as R T, R S, O X, and G BS would 
indicate red tint, red shade, orange yellow, 
and green blue shade, respectively. But a 
given combination could be precisely repre- 
sented in percentage, as 0.25, R.75. A large 
series of papers manufactured according to 
this plan is already in use in many kinder- 
gartens and primary schools, and the disks are 
also coming into use in ordering new colors 
from the factory, where a duplicate set of the 
disks ig used to translate the symbol into the 
visible | effect desired.

Lonpos, March 2.—As the time ap- 
proaches for the inauguration of the so- 
ealled strike of the coal miners, who 
March 12 will quit work for two weeks with 
the object of compelling such an advance in 


the price of coal as will prevent the mine own-. 


ers from reducing wages, the effects of the 


| movement can be more readily gauged. But 


it is certain that over 1,000,000 employés will 
find themselves idle. With their families, it 
is believed that close on to 5,000,000 persons 
will directly or indirectly feel the effects of the 
attempt of the miners to prevent any reduc- 
tion in their wages. Of the miners them- 
selves 46,000 men will take part in the 
strike. The outcome is watched with 
more than * the usual interest that per- 
tains to labor movements, for the 
attempt is on such a gigantic scale that every- 
body who uses coal will either be compelled 
to pay tribute in the form of increased prices 
for fuel or, in the case of manufacturers, close 
down their works and lose the _—— of their 
business. At Sheffield the rolling-mills and 
the forges and titlers’ associations announce 
that the works will be closed during the 
miners’ strike. This decision affects thou- 
sands of cutlers, grinders, and forgers. All the 
employés of the engineering works, iron foun- 
dries, and wagon-building works connected 
with Lord Durham’s and Lord Londonderry’s 
collieries have given notice that those works 
will also be closed. Seven thousands employés 
connected with the collieries will also be 
thrown out of work,

Poor People Are the Worst Sufferers. 


Of course the worst sufferers are the very 
poor people, who are compelled to buy their 
coal supplies in very small quantities. At the 
prices now deman it is impossible for 
many of this class to supply their wants, and 
there is consequently much suffering. It is 
claimed by many persons that there is no 
good reason for the advance in prices, that 
there is sufficient coal mined and being mined 
to supply the 8 for a short time, 
and that the sudden and 2 leaps in 
values are due entirely to speculators who 
wish to dispose of their cheaply-bought stocks 
at famine prices. The miners are as yét 
working and the usual output is reaching the 
markets. The strike does not begin for ten 
days, and it may be said that the high rates 
now demanded are due more to speculation 
than to any scarcity in the commodity. 

The total supply in sight ic not positively 
known, bat it is thought that with the stocks 
on hand and to be acquired before the miners 
stop work, which can be added to by imports 
from Germany, Belgium, and France, there is 
no positive danger that a coal famine will be 
caused by the proposed two weeks’ cessation 
from work.

ALIEN RIGHTS IN SOUTH DAKOTA.

An important Decision by the Supreme 
Court at Pierre. . 

Pisrre, S. D., March 2.—[Special.}]—The 
Supreme Court rendered an important opin- 
ion this afternoon. It is af special interest to 
capitalists and aliens. 

One of the locators ef an unpatented min- 
ing claim and duly N located by citizens 
of the United States in 1877 conveyed his in- 
terest in said claim in 1883 to an alien who, 
in 1887, prior to the relocation of such claim 
by the defendant, conveyetl the same to the 
plaintiff, a corporation qualified to locate, 
hold, and purchase the mineral lands of the 
United States. 

It was held that such alien under the laws of 
the Dakota Territory then in force, which pro- 
vided that any whether a citizen or an 
alien may take, hold, and dispose of property 
real or personal, within said Territory, could an 
did as against everybody but the holder of the par- 
amount title by such conveyance acquire and 
hold the title of such locator acquired by him by 
such location under the laws of the United 
States, and had the right to convey the same as 
against all persons except the holder of the para- 
mount title. It was held farther that a con- 
clusion of law by the trial court that such a con- 
veyance from said Jocator to such an alien was in 
effect abandonment of the claim, and such 
claim, therefore, became a partof the public 
doniain of the United States and was subject to 
relocation by any qualified person was er- 
roneous.

NATIONAL LEAGUE RULE ‘CHANGES. 


New York Falls Down on Richardson—The 
Minor Leagues Fairly Treated. 

New York, March 2.—[Special.}~The National 
League delegates went into session at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel this afternoon at 3 o'clock, at 
which hour the Committee on National Agree- 
ment announced that it had decided on 
its report. The report was identically 
the same as was outlined yesterday 
morning, and was unanimously adopted. The 
me 1 was finally settled by voting to 
divide the minor leagues into two classes to be 
known as 4 and B.“ The former pays $150 
for protection and gets 51.000 for any player 
drafted ; the latter pays $75 and ts $00 for a 
drafted player. Drafting can only be done be- 
tween Oct. 1 and Feb. 1. 

In the contest made for the retention of Rich- 
ardson by John B. Day the delegates went against 
him and he decided to relinquish Richardson 
without further areas Richardson will play 
with the Washington club this season. 

Though Mr. Day said after the decision that 
while the league had upheld the decision of the 
committee he had not yet given upali hope. He 
intends to enjoin Richardson from playing in 
Washington, which will make the latter club 
bring the league into court. 

The Western Association to do away 
with two of the most objectionable rules—name- 
ly: Compelling players to purchase their own 
uniforms and charging them 50 cents per day 
while on a trip. The Eastern Association also 
decided to make its playing season from May 1 
to Oct. 1.

The 
proceedings up to that time had eonsisted in 
answering the charges of contempt filed yes- 
terday, and Mr. Elam of counsel for Frenzel 
had said in referring to. the manner in which 


Steele had been. appointed that it was un- 


predented, undignified, and wrong.” 

Mr. Claypool had followed, demanding that 
punishment dire and swift should be visited 
on Frenzel for his action in disobeying the 


order of court. Mr. Kern had spoken in a’ 


similar vein, Mr. Winter, for Frenzel, had 
replied that Frenzel had delivered the proper- 


ty and all the court had to do was to pass on 


the question of contempt.

The Chief Engineer makes the 
cost of this work at little, if anything, in ex- 
cess of that for the simplest treatment with 
the water running to waste.

Controller May was seen in his office yester- 
day and in response to a query covermg the 
Lindheimer matter, said: 

Mes; I was subpoenaed to appear before 
the Grand Jury to give testimony in the Lind- 
heimer matter, but { cannot say what I was 
asked or what I testified. The prosecution of 
Mr. Lindheimer was not begun for the sake of 
persecuting him, but simply because it seemed 
to be necessary. I should say that Mr, Lind- 
heimer’s collections would amount to some- 
what more than $6,000,000, of which $4,600,000 
are real estate taxes and $1,732,000 for personal 
property. Of this amount he has turned over 
only $400,000. He received his books about 
Dec. 1, and it is fair to suppose that he has col- 
lected a great deal more than $400,000. But 
he has not turned it over, and the only thing 
we can do is to begin mandamus proceedings 
against him. The Town Collectors. have al- 
ways shown a disposition to withhold funds, 
and the thing has been dallied and tem- 
porized with for years and The 
same difficulty arose under the last 
administration when John S. Oehman was 
South Town Collector. He was cajoled and 
threatened by turns by Controller Onahan, 
and the money was got by grudging install- 
ments and at irregular intervals. And still 
Oehman did better than Lindheimer has done. 
By this time last year Mr. Oehman had turned 
over $600,000, and I should say that if Mr. 
Lindheimer had turned over his money with 
corresponding promptness we should have re- 
ceived $700,000 or more. My situation in the 
premises is this: The people pay their taxes 
duly and come to my office with bills against 
the city. I have no money and tell m I 
cannot give them their warrants upon the 
Treasury. They can’t see why it is they can’t 
get their money when they are prompt in 
paying their taxes. The trouble simply is that 
the Town Collectors do not obey the law, and 
the question arises, Why are they not com- 
pelled to do so if nec@ssary? To be sure they 
never have been, but that is neither here nor 
there, , They should have been compelled to 
do 80. 

Assistant City Treasurer Branefield said: 
„Mr. Lindheimer has not been as liberal as 


‘he should have been. He has not done as well 


as Oehman. I have nothing to say about the 
action of the grand jury. I was subpoenaed 
to testify how often and when Lindbeimer 
made his returns, and I said that he had paid
